London. July 12.— Under Secretary for War 
Wyndham was again questioned in Parlia- 
ment on the use of the dumdum bullet for 
south Africa. He explained that what is 
known as the Mark IV.” missile had been 
issued exclusively to the army since 1898, and 
therefore was sent as a matter of course to 
south’ Africa. The Mark IV. is practically 
equivalent to the dumdum expanding bullet. 

Wyndham said it would be unwise to pub- 
lish all medical and expert opinions on this 


subject. The English papers used to justify | 


the expanding bullet asa necessity in savage 
warfare. Now a Minister in the House 
makes no attempt to justify its use, but looks 
upon it as a matter ofcourse, Evidently his 
colleagues agree with him, for in answer 
to a question by Mr. Dillon one of them ex- 
plained that the Mark IV. is a bullet whose 
caliber increased on hitting an object. The 
members smiled indulgent approval. In this 
respect the peace conference is not likely to 
affect English public opinion. Mr. Dillon 
stated that he would bring the subject up 
again during the discussion on the war 
office budget.

Liberal Party Against War j 

The Liberal party in the House is now 
definitely arrayed against war in south 
Africa. Every day leading members ask 
questions with that fact in view. 

Yesterday an elaborate statement was 
elicited from Mr. Chamberlain, showing that 
the immediate franchise for already resident 
uitlanders was the crucial point with the 
government. After careful calculation, 
with all available data, Mr. Chamberlain 


decided that there are 30,000 male uitlanders 


with five years’ residence. Of these at most 
‘two-thirds could or would vote if a chance 


in were given. Two competent authorities put | 
the ‘total at 15,000 for the uitlanders who 


would immediately have the franchise under 
Miinér’s proposal of five years’ retrospective 
residence. Kruger’s proposals at Bloem- 
fontein, he said, would give no franchise for 
two and a half years after ars: the law, 
then only to about 1,000. 


Estimates Do Not Agree. 

Tuts estimate hardly agreed with the view 
of the agent at Johannesburg, who stated, 
first, that with the same conditions as in the 
Orange Free State 40,000 uitlanders would 
receive immediate franchise, and, secondly, 
that under Miller's proposals the, number 
would be 33,000.

They next proceeded to relate 
that the Grand Duke went out to an evening 
‘party the night of his brother’s death. Both 
‘Statements are incorrect. Grand Duke 
‘Michael, Who has been much in evidence in 
London season, is a cousin, not a 
brother, of ‘Czar, therefore is not heir to 
the Russiah throne. This Michael is the 
same who a few years ago married the 
beautiful Countess Taurby, daughter of the 
abdicated Prince of Nassau. The late Czar 
refused his consent to the marriage and ex- 
pelled Michael from Russia.

PASSES PINGREE ORDINANCE. 


Detroit Council Gives Its ‘Sanction 
to a Revised Street Railway 15 
Scheme, | | 


Detroit, Mich., July owner- 
ship of Detrott street rallways.took a fresh 
start tonight, when the Common Council, by 
a vote of 19 to 14, passed the so-called se- 
curity franchise ordinance. This ordinance 
prescribes the terms under which the street 
railways are to be operated by their pres- 
ent owners in the event of their reversion 
through the municipal corporation (organ- 
ized by the late commissioners in behalf of 
the city) failing to meet the payments ac- 
cording to terms of purchase. | 

Mayor Maybury is expected to veto the 
ordinance, but Governor Pingree and the 
other promoters of the municipal ownership 
plan seem confident of securing the four 
more votes necessary to l 
over the Mayor’s veto. 

If the security ordinance finally passes, a 
working ordinance, under which the “ De- 
troit Municipal railway ’’ corporation will 
operate the roads, will also be passed. In 
the event of passage of both ordinances the 
Municipal company will doubtless have to 
pass through injunction proceedings before 
three-cent fares and city (through corpora- 


tion) ownership is accomplished. | 


During the Council meeting Alderman 


Beamer, President of the Council, made a 
sensational attack on the ordinance and its 
promoter, saying that several of the Alder- 


men had been improperly influenced by the 
street railway people.

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STEAMER PARIS IS FREE. 


SALVAGERS DRAG THE LINER FROM 
THE ROCKS. 


Unexpected Success in Floating the 

‘Vessel, Which Will Probably Be 
Towed to Falmouth Today—Belief 
That the Danger of Sinking Is Not 
Great—Will Be Placed Under Re- 
pairs at Once—Captain Watkins and 
Other Officers Aboard.

London, July 11.—The Paris is afloat. 
Quite unintentionally, three fussy little tug- 
boats dragged the ship off the rocks today. 
They were trying to do something else at the 
time—something quite small and “unpreten- 

tious. When the skippers of the tugs saw 
what they had accomplished tlleir first feel- 
ing was one of self-deprecation. They 
were amazed at their own presumption in 
saving the Paris. 

They are preparing now to tow the steam- 
ship into Falmoutk harbor. This will put a 
few hundreds of thousands into the pockets 
of the underwriters and salvagers, but nota 
penny into the pockets of the American line, 
which abandoned the supposed wreck to 
the insurance people early last month. 

According to present indications this beau- 
tiful steamship will be able to claim a new 
place in the world’s merchant marine. Just 
now it has a tipsy sort of list to starboard, 
and a badly punctured bow and some 
crumpled compartments, but otherwise it 
is as good as new. What its destiny may be 
will awaken the curiosity of those who fol- 
low tHe fortunes of ships. 

The story of how the ship was pulled off 
will go down im marine history as a joke. It 
will be the comic rellef in the tragedy 
of the sea. Gray-bearded underwriters 
will tell their grandchildren how, after all 
the resources of the salvage business had 
been employed to float the Paris off the 
Manacles, after powerful ocean tugs had 
been harnessed to it in teams of four and 
five, without budging it an inch, and after 
being abandoned by the owners and lament- 
ea by the civilized world as a hopeless 
wreck, three modest little tugs startled 
everybody by hauling the big steamer into 
deep water before they knew what they 

+ Were about. The ship was moved 150 vas. 
Al the tugs hoped to achieve when they 
started pulling was to slew the vessel's 
stern around a little in order to make the 
work of the divers easier. If they had failed 
to move the ship at all it would not have 
surprised the men who directed the at- 

_ tempt. But, lo and behold! Before they 

had time to appreciate the importance of 

what was happening the Paris backed grace- 
ully off the rocks, as if of its own accord. 

Two of the salvage tugs which thus distin- 

guished themselves unwittingly are German 
and the other is Danish. 
There was, a heavy fog this afternoon, oth- 
erwise the Paris would have been towed 
into Falmouth at once. But asit will be del- 
icate work disentangling it from the Chinese 
puzzle of reefs it will be allowed to remain 
where it is until daybreak. Meanwhile an 
attempt will be made to light the after stoke- 
hold fires and use its own engines to help 
the ship into port today.

Falmouth, England, July 12.—The coast 
guard reports that, as the Paris began to 
move and to tug at its anchors this morning, 
the crew was obliged to let out cables, and 
in about an hour the liner got quite ciear of 
the rock and into deep water.

DENIED BY BRITISH OFFICIALS.

The Board of Review has taken thé as- 
8 rs of the yarious country towns in hand. 
and these officials will be required to give 
testimony. Assessor Sherman of Riverside 
was examined during the day. The close of 
the present week, should the Board of As- 
sessors be prompt with the books, will find 
the task of revising the returns of the coun- 
try towns nearly completed, and then the 
attack on South Town citizens who are 
thought to have juggled with tax figures will 
be taken up. In Riverside alone, it is as- 
serted by members of the Board of Review, 
the tax valuation, now placed at $24,000, will 
be trebled before the work is concluded. 

Publication of the tax lists will be under 
way shortly. The clerical force of the 
Board of Assessors is engaged in preparing 
the drafts of the country towns. Today they 
will take up the First Ward and send sheets 
to the printers as rapidly as possible. 


Reviewers Are Amazed. 

In the Town of Riverside we have found 
conditions most peculiar,”’ said Rey O. West 
of the Board of Review. ‘* Here it has been 
found, much to our amazement, that no citi- 
zen has money on hand. In other towns—in 
many instances where the house furniture 
has been unpretentious—returns showing 
money on hand ranging in sums from $1,000 
to $16,000 have been entered. Yet here in 
Riverside, with its fashionable residences, 


the wealthy citizens, apparently, haven't | 


money to buy feed for their horses.“

Detroit, Mich., July 11, —{Special. ohn 
R. Gentry, the peerless son of Ashland 
Wilkes, paced a mile against. time at the 
Highland Park racetrack this afternoon in 
2:02%. It was the fastest mile paced or 
trotted on any track this year, and was re- 
markable from the fact that the track was 
cuppy and slow and from the further fact 
that Andrews was compelled to take the 
wonderful bay horse wide at the turns, 
making the mile a long one. 

Andrews had been ‘keying up his charge 
for some time at Grosse Point. During the 
afternoon Gentry Was given several easy 
warming up miles. After the wind — 
down, late in the afternoon, and the track 
had been rolled and scraped Andrews scored 
several times. A crowd of 2,000, including 
many women, was out to see the pacing 
kingpin try to lower 2:02. 

Andrews before the race felt confident 
that he could come close to the notch aimed 
at, which was the track record of 2:02. 
Billy McLaughlin hooked a speedy runner 
to an exercise cart and acted as a pace- 
maker. It was nearly 6 o'clock before An- 
drews nodded his bronze head for the word. 
John R. Gentry thundered down the stretch 
fully on the tremendous stride for which he 
is noted. He looked every inch a record- 
breaker. At the first turn the observant 
ones noticed that Andrews carried Gentry 
away wide. He passed the first quarter in 
31½ and was going easily. McLaughlin, 
with the runner, lumbered a few paces be- 


hind, . 
Why doesn't that runner move up? ex- 


claimed a chorus of impatient voices. Like 1 


a clock Gentry moved to the half mile stick, 
which was reached in 1:01%. That was cer- 
tainly fast enough to suit most people, but 
there were some in the grand stand who 
thought the little red horse was not doing his 
best, and appeals which did not reach An- 
drews were made for him to go faster. An- 
drews sat erect and drove steadily. A dozen 
watches caught the time at the three-quar- 
ter pole as 1:33% Then Andrews called 
upon McLaughlin to cut loose with the run- 
ner. Mac cut loose and in a jiffy was at 
Gentry's wheel and hugged him close to the 
finish line. A great shout went up as the 
judges hung out 2:08. 

Andrews protested that the time was not 
right—that his watch had caught the mile 
in 2:02%. The judges compared their stop 
watches and found that they had made an 
error, the correct time being 2:02%. The 
last quarter was paced in :30, a two-minute 
clip. Andrews said after the race that the 
track was sticky and cuppy at the turns 
and that considerable time was lost. He is 
confident Gentry will beat all the pacing 
top-notchers to a standstill before the sea- 
son is over.

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SEATS FOR SALESWO 

The Royal Commission on Labor, in its 
report of 1893, mentioned the lack of seats 
for women shop assistants in Scotland, and 
subsequent inquiry by the Nutional Coun- 
cil of Scotland for Women's Trades con- 
firmed with more detail this lack. It was 
shown, partly from the testimony of medi- 
cal men, that the “ cruel, and to a large ex- 
tent unnecessary, practice of forbidding 
women shop assistants to sit down was a 
fruitful cause of serious disorders among 
women of this class.” It was also shown 
that the hardship was often exaggerated 
by excessively’ long hours, particularly fa - 
tiguing work, “insufficient and irregular 
times for meals,” overheated and vitiated 
air, and inadequate toilet accommodations. 
The facts are recited in the current Fort- 
nightly Review by Margaret Hardinge 
Irwin, who conducted the investigations 
both for the report and for the National 


Council. | 
Hoping to remedy this evil a group of in- 


fluential women addressed a circular letter 
to the proprietors of retail stores in the chief 
Scotch cities. Some firms replied that

AN ANTI-EXPANSION ROORBACK. 
Mr. Murat Halstead, who has been in 
the Philippines for some time gathering 


materials for his books, has mingled with 


all sorts and conditions of people there 
and working upon the lines of the trained 
journalist has accumulated at first hand 
much valuable information as to recent 
Philippine history. His statements, there- 
fore, may be régarded as those of an ex-

In a recent letter to the Brooklyn Stan- 
dard-Union, Mr. Halstead controyerts one 
statement which has been made over and 
over again by the anti-expansionists, and 
out of which they have sought to make 
capital in their dastardly attacks upon the 
administration and upon the American of- 
ficers and soldiérs who are engaged in the 
work of maintaining American sovereign- 
ty in the islands. This is' the statement 
that Aguinaldo became an ally of the 
American forces before the battle of Manila 
was fought. Mr. Halstead presents an 
overwhelming array of facts demonstrat- 
ing the untruth of this assertion. He 
shows that Aguinaldo did not g6 with Ad- 
miral Dewey to Manila and was not per- 
mitted to go to Cavite until nineteen days 
after the battle. He shows that Aguinaldo 
did not win great victories over the Span- 
lards, as these “little Americans” have 
claimed. He was only “ allowed to receive 
the surrender of a few disheartened Span- 
ish garrisons, isolated and made hopeless 
by the victory of the American fleet.” 


. Aguinaldo did not besiege Manila nor did 


he help to take that city. Mr. Halstead 
says: The Filipino swarm was no help, 
but an incumbrance. The town was 
Dewey’s from May 1, and when he knocked 
on the gate on Aug. 13 it was opened, and 
the American army entered, and i's 
‘faith and honor’, were pledged to the 
conservatism of civilization.” The treach-. 
ery of Aguinaldo in organizing the plot 
to massacre the Americans, which failed, 
and in provoking hostility by attack upon 
the troops is well known, 

Mr. Halstead has done good service in 
demolishing this pretense of Aguinaldo, 


‘which has been so constantly asserted by 


the American Tagals, for with it goes 
also the still more maliciously false as- 
sertion that the administration had recog- 
nized Aguinaldo’s government, which has 
been daily moving its seat as dur troops 
have advanced, and will resume moving 
with the close of the rainy season, unless 
Funston and his men should go in swim- 
ming after it, when it will move on again. 


_ THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

A Washington dispatch says the State de- 
partment has received an intimation that 
the Canadian government is going to send 
some mounted police to the Porcupine re- 
gion, which is a part of the territory now in 
dispute between the Dominion and the 
United States. The dispatch says further 
that, if the Canadian government does take 
this action, the United States will send 
troops to Pyramid harbor, in the same re- 
gion, to protect, the interests of the Ameri- 
can miners in the Porcupine country, 
Orders were given some time ago to send 
troops there, but were revoked at the re- 
quest of, the British government; which 
gave assurancés that the Canadians would 
not attempt to take military possession of 


Should the Canadians refuse be bound 


| by this agreement the United States cannot 


be expected to stand idly by and take no 
notice of an occupation of territory which, 
it is convincell, is itsown. Americdn troops 
should be sent to the Porcupine region in 
the interests of peace, for there will surely 
be a clash between the American miners, 
who are there ip numbers, and the mounted 
police if the latter attempt to exercise juris- 
diction. Either there should be no troops 
in the vicinity, in which case the miners 
will work out their own salvatiom without 
difficulty, or both parties to the controversy 
should have military representatives there 
who, being coo} headed men, will take pre- 
cautions that neither side breaks the peace. 


But if there should be a fracas in this 


disputed territory, which some persons ap- 
prehend, it will not be the first case of border 
troubles, nor will it be likely to have mor> 
serious consequences than prior instances. 
From 1814 to 1842 there was an intermit- 
tent controversy between the United States 
and Great Britain over the northeastern 
boundary. It culminated finally in what was 
known as the Aroostook war. New-Bruns- 
wickers entered Maine and wenn cutting 
and carrying off timber. Citizens of that 
State were seized and shut up in New 
Brunswick jails. Matters were in so bad a 
shape that Président Van Buren sent Gen- 
eral Scott to the scene of action to preserve 
the peace. All rontroversies in that quarter 
were finally settled by the Ashburton treaty. 
_ Inasmuch as some persons are saying now 
that it would be an outrage to give up a 
single inch of Alaskan territory it may be 
worth while to recall the fact that the Ash- 
burton treaty gave up about 5,000 square 
miles of American territory—took that 
‘much land from the State of Maine. This 
was doné after the United States had re- 
jected the award, more favorable to it, made 
under the tregty of 1827. There is no 


question but that the territory surtendered 


in 1842 was American soil, and yét it was 
given up because not worth wrangling or 
‘fighting over. The land surrendered was of 
comparatively little value to this country, 
‘while it seemed of great value, partly for 
strategic reasons, to the English. There- 
fore the arrangement by which it was ceded 
was judicious and not unpatriotic. , 5 

It may turn ont to be expedient to com- 
promise this Alaskan boundary dispute by 
giving to Canada a little territory, of small 
value in itself, to which this country has 
the better title. Htnce it is unwise for any 
public man to take the ground now that 
never, under any circumstances,shall an 
inch of American territory be surrendered. 
For he may find, later on, that the interests 
of the country will be subserved by a com- 
promise treaty like the one of 1842.

it is gradually spreading 
and beyond the 
boundaries. The worms are now . 
devouring largé ares ot woodland in the 
northern part of Massachusetts, and the au- 
thorities have despaired of holding the pest 
in check. The ¢ase is similar to that of the 
white cabbage butterfly which is now only 
too well known to the farmers and garden- 
ers of the whole country. Dr. Séudder, the 
entomologist has told in a recent book how 
this pest swept over the whole United States 
after the importation of a pair or two at 
Quebec in 1800. In the first three years the 
species spread Over a radius of only thirty 
miles, but when it once got fairly started 
it took only a quarter of a century to sweep 
across the whole continent. The gypsy moth 
appears to be a much more destructive pest, 
but there is apparently no known way to 
keep it from following in the wake of the

| cabbage butterfly.. The English sparrow 


has a magnificent chanee to rehabilitate its 
shady reputation by falling to and eating 
the gypsy moth, but it prefers to do scav- 


enger work in Boston. Man is unable to | 


cope with the new scourge, and he needs the 
help of some natural enemy of the insect, 
If one can be discovered it may be well to 
risk a further disturbance of nature’s bal- 
ance by importing it to destroy the gypsy 
moth. The spread of this moth over the 
whole country would be no small calamity. — 


THE FATE OF THE STADIUM, 

If the fall festival stadium is knocked 
about much longer from pillar to post 
there will be no stadium left. Practical- 
ly all the time that could be spared was 


spent in trying to get it on the lake front 


—the most convenient and accessible of all 
possible sites. When it was finally barred 
out of that location by the action of the 
South Park board it sought the North 
Side. Here the jealousy of the West Side 
Aldermen intervened and refused to grant 
the needed franchises for street railway, 
transportation. The West Side wanted the 
attraction itself, and has since been be- 
stirring itself to get the stadium in Gar- 
field Park. Now comes Judge Tree, an 
owner of abutting property and a North- 
Sider, ahd serves notice that he will en- 
join the use of Garfield Park for any such 
purpose. This kills the project as far as 
that place is concerned. The North Side 
has its revenge. | : 

In the meantime the unhappy stadium 
project is in the plight of the dove from 
Noeh’s ark, which could not find a place 
on which to alight. It is now the turn of 
the South Side to see what it can do in 
the matter. But what assurance is there 
that the North and West Sides will not 
join and find some means to defeat the 
South Side? There are also rival sites 
in this division, and these may take to 
fighting each other. When the dog-in-the- 
manger policy once gets fairly under way 
there is no telling where it will stop. After 
the lake front site the North Division 
site was the best, because it was near- 
est to the center of the city. But public 
convenience seems no longer to be cutting 
any figure in the matter. Sectional jealousy 
and greed are responsible for the more 
recent vicissitudes of the project, and if 
these hold sway much longer there will be 
no stadium. | 

The people are beginning to grow weary 
of the strife. The stadium scheme, with 
its athletic games and amusements, is not 


an essential feature of the festival exer- 


eises. If the wrangling over its location 
cannot be settled in any other way it can 
easily be abandoned altogether. Certainly 
it will be better to have none at all rather 
than to have one that is hastily and inse- 
eurely built. There is now scarcely time 
enough left to construct such an arena 
and shelter, with all the necessary adjuncts, 
if the whole is to be ready for use the 
first week in October. Any further delay 
will endanger the security of the structure, 
and rather than do that the project had 
better be dropped. We can have a suc- 
cessful festival without a stadium. 


THE STRAW BOND INDUSTRY. 

Judge Carter has sentenced two men 
to the County Jail, one for forty days 
and the other for twenty, for being con- 
cerned in giving straw bonds for a con- 
stable. Bonds are required of constables, 
so that if they fail to turn over the money 
they collect to the persons to whom it be- 
longs—which happens . occasionally—the 
latter may have something to fail back 
on, The bonds given by many of the con- 
stables are not worth the paper they are 
written on. | 

These two men who have fallen into 
Judge Carter's clutches are being treated in 
a way which the Debsites will not approve 
of. They have not had a jury trial. They 
have been found guilty of contempt of court 
by the Judge. There is a question whether 
he has jurisdiction. It is to be hoped the 
higher courts will decide he has, for then 
the cost, delay, and uncertainties of Crim- 
inal Court trials will be avoided. | 


The conviction and punishment of these

The best deterrent, however, will be great- 
er vigilance on the part of court and other 
officiaks who pass on bail and all other 
bonds. There has been so much reprehensi- 
ble, if not criminal, carelessness on the 
part of those officials that it is not sur- 
prising many persons who have not deli- 
cate consciences have concluded it was 
safe for them to make a little money by 
going into the straw bond business, The 
art of verifying bonds never has been prac- 
ticed, though it is the best preventive of 
bogus bonds. Cannot the various persons 
who have to approve bonds take more 
pains than they do? In that case fewer 
criminals will escape punishment, and there 
will not be so many delightfully irresponsi- 
ble constables preying on the public. Of-

A BUSINESS VIEW OF LITERATURE. 

In his suit against the Putnams and some 
other publishers to recover damages for 
issuing alleged unauthorized editions of his 
works, Mr. Rudyard Kipling frankly as- 
serts that literature is his business. His 


formal complaint sets forth: | 

That your orator, the said Rudyard Kipling, is 
an author and carries on the Business of writing 
books comprising tales, sketches, ballads, verses, 
and other literary compositions, and has been 
engaged in such business for some twelve or fif- 
teen years, during which time your orator has 
carefully schooled himself in the requirements 
of his said business and in acquiring and de- 
veloping a style of composition and’ presentation 


of the subjects treated by him, which, according to 
press. 


your orator's judgment, is peculiar to himself. 
The cold-blooded manner in which Mr. 
Kipling states the details of his business 
and the somewhat ostentatious style in 
which he describes the process employed 
by him in the manufacture of books will 
grate harshly upon the ears of those who 
regard literature as one of the arts and 
authors as working for art’s sake, seeking 
compensation in future fame rather than 


in contemporary ducats. But from the 


practical point of view Mr. Kipling is 
right, and it is only by putting his work 
on the business basis that he can hope 
to secure success in a struggle with piracy. 
As authors have discovered to sor- 
row, sentiment is not a characteristic of 
publishers. No consideration of art enters 
into the relation the publisher holds to 
the author, and hitherto the publisher has 
been exacting because the author has not 
regarded his productions from the business 
point of view. 

Mr. Kipling has earned the gratitnde of 
his contemporaries in the literary field by 
frankly stating that he is in business and 
that his business is as completely covered 
by his trade mark of the elephant and as 
much entitled to protection as the busi- 
ness of making sewing machines or bicycles. 
It is an indication that the days of Grub 
street are over, that the laborer is worthy 
of his hire, and that instead of fawning at 
the doors of patrons or trusting to the 


generosity of publishers, the laborer pro- | time: 


| 


| poses to fix his price for the products of 


his brain factory, and make sure that he 
is paid and that no man shall steal the 
results of his industry. 

This is the business side of the art of 
making books. Its justice must be con- 
ceded, and yet is there not a serious dan- 
ger to one who takes this busitiess view 
of authorship? Is it not possible that the 
commercial feature may injure the quali- 


ty of his products, and that the tempta- 


tion to drive a sharp bargain and to make 
a handsome living out of authorship may 
lead to the writing of books for money 
as the only reward? It will not be de- 
nied that this is bringing literature down 


| to a low plane and that the reward of 


money, which is but temporary, is not an 
equivalent for the rewards of art, which 
are permanent, especially to a young man, 
and Mr. Kipling is but 34. It will be m- 
teresting to observe whether Mr. Kipling’s 
books written from a business point of 
view are the equals of those written from 
the art point of view. All the same, busi- 
ness or no busimess, authors are indebted 
to Mr. Kipling for having the courage to 
place his work on a busimess basis as a 
protest against piracy. 


ENGLAND’S MILLIONAIRE BOYS. 
Without reckoning the smart board schoolboy 
who nowadays carries in his satchel the baton 
of Midas, so to speak, the number of boy mil- 
lionaires in England is limited to about a dozen. 
The most youthful millionaire-in-prospect is a 
youngster who has lately reached the ripe age 
of 6 years. He has four baptismal names and 
a pet name, but his official title is the Marquis 
of Titchfield. He is the eldest. son of the Duke 
of Portland, and, if he lives long enough and 
successfully defends his title against Mrs. 
Druce’s nominee, he will one day own property 
wocth certainly not less than £4,000,000. 
None of our rising millionaires are quite so youth- 
ful as the Marquis of Titchfield. The nearest 
in point of age to the Duke of Portland's heir 
is the Duke of Sutherland's eldest boy, the 10- 
year-old Marquis of Stafford. As regards mere 
acreage, his inheritance is infinitely more ex- 
tensive than that of the Marquis of Titchfield; 
but, unluckily for him, those acres are not in 
London. They lie for the most part in Suther- 
land, Shropshire, and the agricultural districts 
of Staffordshtre. | | . 


One of the most interesting figures in the role 
of boy millionaires is the daughter of the late 
Baron Hirseh. For her years this young lady is 
certainly the most remarkable capitalist in the 
world. Under her father’s will she inherited near- 
7,000,000, and, as at present she is only 
12 years of age, it may be conjectured, without 
any undue prying into her investments, that 
her capital will have materially increased 
the time she is old enough to appreciate the true 
inwardness of millionairehood. 

A few months ago the Duke of Westminster 
indignantly denied in the columns of a Lan- 
cashire daily paper the truth of a paragraph 
to the effect that his income was £800,000 a 
year, and that at Eton he was known as Jack 
Sheppard, owing to his closely cropped hair. The 
etymology of his Grace’s nickname doesn’t come 
within the scope of this article, which is concerned 
rather with the prospective wealth of his grand- 
gon, and on this point the Duke threw a little 
light in his letter. He jibbed at being assessed 
at £800,000 a year, but he gave it to be under-

This lucky personage is only 20 years of age. 
Hugh Richard Arthur Grosvenor, commonly 
known as Viscount Belgrave, was a boy at Eton 
till the other day. He is the eldest son of the 
Duke’s eldest son, Earl Grosvenor, who died 
seven or eight years ago. i

conducted under the 
auspices of the medical department showed 
the bacillus discovered by Samarelli was not 
that of yellow fever. Cable dispatches from 
Paris describe the efforts of the Pasteur In- 
stitute to have the army accept the offer 
of a quantity of the serum for gratuitous use 
during the war,and allege the French doc- 
tors feel offended at the indifference of our 
medical authorities. 

As a matter of fact, the Sanarelli serum 
has been under test by the army for more 
than a year, and the exhaustive experi- 
ments made at the army medical museum 
do not sustain what has been claimed for it 
ebroad. 

Surgeon General Sternberg, who is an ex- 
pert on such matters, and who believed he 
had discovered the yellow fever germ, pro- 
nounces the Sanarelli serum practically 
worthless. He says the material was care- 
fully tested, as all such things are before 
they are adopted. He did not deem it prop- 
er to use it on the soidéers until he was satis- 
fied of its efficacy. He knew nothing of the 
slight which the French doctors imagined 
had been put on them. The Surgeon General 
said today: 

Recent tmvestigations made in Cuba and 
at the army medical museum in this city 
have convinced me my bacillus is not identi- 
cal with the bacillus of Sanarelli, and in all 
probability neither of these bacilN is the 
specific germ of yellow fever. With refer- 
ence to elli’s serum; the accounts 1 
have received from Brazil indicate it has 
no specific effect in the cure or prevention 
of yellow fever. Researches made at the 
army medical museum in thie city indicate 
that the bacillus of Sanarelli is identical 
with a widely distributed bacillus found in 
many parts of the United States and else- 
ae yellow fever has never pre-

RAILROAD MEN IN SESSION. 


Officers of the Western Lines Meet in 
St. Louis to Discuss the Rate 
| Situation. 


July 11.—[{Special.]—The 


st. Louls, Mo., 


: executive officers of the Western lines, to- 


gether with the traffic officers, assembled 
today at the Southern Hotel in this city for 
the monthly conference on the situ- 
ation. 

The representative of each line was asked 
to report general conditions as to adherence 
to published tariffs and observance of the 
law in other respects. Chairman Knapp of 
the commission occasionally put a question, 
and the substance of the information gath- 
ered at the conference was that the Missouri 
River rate situation was the only serious dis- 
turbing factor in the West. In all other re- 
gards the rate situation was satisfactory. 
There was harmony among the competing 
interests and nq complaints of secret ma- 
nipulation to influence traffic were reported 
to the meeting. Chairman Knapp thought 
this was a matter for congratulation, and he 
hoped such conditions would continue. 

At the afternoon session the Missouri 
River rate situation was reviewed, and the 
meeting took the ground that the gulf route 
for business from the Atlantic seaboard to 
Kansas City, 1.800 miles longer than the 
Atlantic route, was an unnatural one and. 
that the present attitude of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf management could not 
in justice and reason be maintained. For 
the small volume of business that would 
move by such a route the Gulf line would 
jeopardize its valuable interchange traffic 
with the trunk lines. In view of the fact 
that to meet the rates announced by the 
Gulf line the Westerg rates would be ut- 
terly demoralized and a great loss of revenue 
ensue, only one course, in the opinon of 
many, seemed open—viz.: for the trunk lines 
to cancel all divisions and business relations 
with the Gulf line. veral interests rep- 
resented at the meeting were opposed to con- 
ceding any differential to the Gulf line. The 
proposition to reduce rates between the two 
rivers was voted down. 

It was determined, however, to take no 
action in retaliation at this time, but to refer 
the whole question to a special committee of 
five, as follows: 

Presidents Ripley of the Santa Fé, Roswell 
Miller of the St. Paul, H. C. Rouse of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, Vice President 
C. G. Warner of the Missouri Pacific, and 
Vice President George B. Harris of the 
Burlington. 

The executive officers adjourned, to meet in 
Chicago on Tuesday, Aug. 8, when Chairman 
Knapp of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion said that it would be convenient for 
him to attend. 


Much interest has attached to the St. Louis 
meeting, particularly with reference to its 
action in regard to the competition of the 
gulf lines on traffic from New York to trans- 
Missouri territory. The traffic officials real- 
ized that they must take protective meas- 
ures to save their business. A conference 
of the rail and water lines on the subject 
was held in New York, but it failed to bring 
about any settlement of the difficulty. 
Western lines, having viewed with dismay 
the inroads of the gulf roads, resolved upon 
taking steps, drastic if need be, to protect 
their business. The plans of the Western 
traffic officials contemplate a heavy cut 
in rates between the two rivers if peaceful 
measures should not be effective. It has 
been feared for some time that the trouble 
would spread to Southwestern points, and 
in that event retaliatory measures would 
be adopted against the water line connec- 
tions of the gulf route. Western officials 
have reluctantly come to the opinion that 
the business canriot be restored to the for- 
mer conditions without a heavy sacrifice of 
revenue, which would seriously cut into the 
rail and water lines and materially affect the 
—* prosperity of the railroads for the 
year. | 
Burlington to Extend to Utah. _ 

Omaha advices say that railroad men west 
of the Missouri River believe the Burling- 
ton lines will be extended within a short 
time to Salt Lake City. Right of way men 
of the Burlington are said to be buying upa 
right of way and depot grounds in Salt Lake 
City, the statement being made that they 
have spent $150,000 in buying real estate in 
that city for terminal purposes. The plan 
is said to be to extend the Nebraska, Wyo- 
ming and Western branch of the Burlington 
system through to Utah. | 


Slow in Canceling Tourist Rates. 

Eastern General Passenger Agents of a 
number of roads have sent out notices can- 
celing all reduced summer tourist rates after 
July 14. Some roads, however, have not 
done so, and if they do not act soon there is 
danger that the agreement of the Presidents 
may be killed by their slowness. Western 
roads continue to give notice of their inten- 
tien to use the reduced rates which have 
been in effect as basing rates. 


Must Wait for the New Mileage. 

The Southeastern Interchangeable Mile- 
age bureau will not be in operation before 
Aug. 1. There are a number of differences 
to harmonize in transmissouri territory, 
where the credential system will be used, 
and Joint Agent Pratt finds that the adjust- 
ment of these matters will take more time 
than is available before July 15. It was 
decided therefore by the lines interested 
that the credentials should not be placed on 
sale till Aug. 1.° 

Passenger Association to Meet. 

A call for an adjourned meeting of the 
Western Passenger association to be held 
July 26 was issued yesterday. It will be for 
the purpose of completing the revision of the 
rules and regulations and to take under 
advisement an increase of the membership, 
so as to include all the roads in the territory.

| aad Princes. This lady mistakes Francis 
tor the servant of one of her distinguished 
Friends and she intrusts him with a letter of 
importance. Afterwards she discovers her 
mistake and scorns the pretender. But 


„Francis has been bewitched and henceforth 


he swears to do her bidding. 


He does battle 

Vvallantly for the lost lady, the Prince, and 
the cause, but in the end all is lost, though 
the hero has revealed the true fire and steel 
of his nature. It is then that the beautiful 
lost lady realizes his value. He stood to 
her as a hero girt with the purple and fine 
gold of her fancy; he was the embodied 
eause for which she had striven.’’ She offers 
to link her fate with that of Francis, though 
there is the inconvenience of a husband in 
the way, and though she has announced her 
intention of entering a convent. ‘I am too 
noble a woman for God,“ she says, it is a 
sacrifice which the Blessed Virgin herself 
could not bear to look upon. I know that I 
am speaking of sin, but what matters sin 
if we both can share it? Why, we might yet 
dhange the woeful fate of this land if we 
worked together.“ 

But Francis, whose nature was ever in 
revolt from the domestic,“ refused to accept 
the sacrifice. ‘‘To be with her always, to 
bring her into the glare of common day and 
the pettiness of household life, he had no 
heart for such degradation,“ and so he re- 
tires to a lonely but prosperous life and the 
lost lady seeks the convent. 

There is a good deal of spirited narrative 
in the book, but the incidents do not hang 
together well, and all the characters have 
the same vaguesness as we found in the 
heroine. And though the hero is the most 
alive of all the people he does not enlist our 
sympathies or arouse much interest.

King Charles of Roumania is the first 
reigning sovereign to put himself forward 
as the historian of his own reign while still 
on the throne, with the possible exception of 
the late Duke of Saxe-Coburg, whose books, 
however, that appeared a short time before 
his death were devoted more to his personal 
intercourse and relations with his brother, 
the Prince Consort of Great Britain, with 


| Napoleon III., and with old Emperor William 


than to the history of the tiny country over 
which he had been called upon to rule. 

In the history of King Charles there is far 
more about his country and his people, since 
he ascended the throne, than about himself, 
and it is this that renders it n 
interesting. 

Napoleon III., it may be remembered, de- 
clared war against Germany because of the 
candidature of the brother of King Charles 
to the throne of Spain. Yet King Charles 
and his people were the only nation in Europe 
who, after the fall of Napoleon, displayed so 
pronounced a sympathy for the _ exiled 
French monarch, who had been their friend, 
that President Thiers, in the name of the 
French republic, actually threatened at one 
moment to break off all diplomatic relations 
with Roumania. 

One of the most interesting pages of the 
book, and which is scarcely calculated to 
give much pleasure to the court of Russia, is 
a letter written to King Charles by Prince 
— of Bulgaria, in which the latter

This letter goes toward lifting the veil of 
mystery which still envelopes the extraor- 
dinary circumstances in connection with the 
Russian abduction of Prince Alexander and 
his subsequent abdication of the Bulgarian 
throne. 

King Charles’ book reads almost like a ro- 
mance, when it is remembered that in 1866 
Austria was 80 eager to prevent a Hohen- 
zollern from ascending the throne of Rou- 
mania that, knowing it to be impossible for 
him to reach Bucharest exept by traveling 
over Austrian territory, an order was issued 
for his arrest. To escape this King Charles 
traveled from one end of Austro-Hungary to 
the other arrayed in the livery of a footman, 
and only changed his clothes after setting 
foot on Roumanlan territory. From being 
considered as a foe, he is now come to be re- 
garded by Austria as one of her most impor- 
tant allies, and by Emperor Francis * 
as an intimate friend. 

— 


Another link with the past has been broken 
by the death, at an advanced old age, of 
Lady Shelley, daughter-in-law of the famous 
poet, and the friend and fellow-traveler to 
whom the novelist Stevenson dedicated his 
masterpiece, The Master of Ballantrae.“ 
The dedication, it may: be remembered, runs 
as follows: To Sir Percy and Lady Shelley, 
as fellow-seafarers and sea lovers, from the 
shores of a subtropical island, near upon 
10,000 miles from Boscombe, Chine, and 
Manor, scenes of which rise before me as I 
write, along with the faces and voices of my 
dear friends.“ 

Sir Percy Shelley died ten years 
age of 80, and his mother may be said to have 
been almost as gifted as his father, the poet. 
For she was that Mary Wollstonecroft to 
whom we are indebted for that extraordinary 
book entitled Frankenstein.“ Sir Percy 
and Lady Shelley, it is to be regretted, had 
no children, and the baronetcy is now held 
by Sir Percy's cousin, Sir Charles Shelley, 
formerly Colonel in command of the Scots 
Guards. His wife is a daughter of the Earl 
of Courtown, and he has a son named John, 

who is now about 80 years of age. 

—— 


The Duke of Aosta has now taken exclu- 
sive possession of the famous Cisterna Pal- 
ace at Turin, which formed part of the inher- 
itance of his lovely mother, the first wife 
of King Humbert’s brother, Amadeus, ex- 
King of Spain. At her death it was left 
jointly to her three sons, the present Duke 
of Aosta, the Count of Turin, and the Duke 
of the Abruzzi. The eldest of the three 
brothers has now bought up the shares of 
his two juniors in the palace, and after hav- 
ing it entirely repaired within and without 
has taken up his residence there with his 
beautiful wife, second sister of the ous of 
Orleans. 

Bo extremely rare is the removal by the 
sovereign of the name of the holder of any 
English order of knighthood from the roster 
of the latter that whenever any such step 
is taken it always creates a great sensation. 
In fact, I can only recall two instances dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century—namely: 
the deprival of Colonel Valentine Baker of 
the Tenth Hussars of his cross of the Order 
of the Bath, after his conviction and sen- 
tence to a year’s imprisonment for insulting 
Miss Dickinson in a railroad carriage when 
drunk, and a Captain Grey, who, having 
been decorated with the Order of St. Michael 
and St. George, on the day of the Transvaal 
raid, afterward had the nomination can- 
celed for n taken a leading part in the 
enterprise. 

Formerly was considered as 
entailing deprival of any English order. But 
this rule has long since been abandoned and 
neither Lord Augustus Loftus was deprived 
of his Grand Cross of the Bath nor the Duke 
of Buckingham and Chandos of his Order of 
the Garter when overtaken by bankruptcy. 

Cases of men refusing to accept decora- 
tions are far more numerous, and while 
there are peers of the realm who have act- 
ually declined the offer of the Order of the 
Garter there are any amount of people who 
have refused the St. Michael and the St. 
George, usually from motives of pique in 
not having received one of the more exalted 
orders of knighthood. | 

-But for a member of one of the British 
orders of knighthood, which are sparingly 
conferred, to resign of his own accord his 
decoration and te return it to the sovereign 
is altogether without precedent, and that is 
why so much attention has been attracted to 
the announcement contained in a recent 
issue of the London Gazette to the effect 
that “the Queen had been pleased to ac- 
cept the resignation of Thomas R. Griffith, 
recently Governor of some of the Leeward 
Islands, of his cross as a companion of the 
most distinguished Order of St. Michael and 
St. George.“ 

Much speculation has been caused as to the 
reasons which have prompted this old and 
tried member of the British colonial service 
to take so extraordinary a step. I under- 
stand that the motives ‘are of a twofold 
character. In the first place, he is cruelly 
disappointed at not having received his pro- 
motion in the order at the close of his long 
and honorable career, while, secondly, he 
has lately become naturalized as an Ameri- 


| can citizen, and has taken in a literal sense 


that part of the oath of allegiance to the 
United States which prescribes the abandon- 
ment of all foreign titles of nobility and sim- 
flar honorific distinctions. 

I may incidentally state here that I have 
never yet been quite able to understand why 
American citizens should be permitted to 
accept European orders or knighthood, 
while any foreigner becoming an American 
citizen is required to give up any of those 
which he may have earned by i a enn + 
arduous service. | | 

i 


I wonder if people in this country pe any 


| idea ef the extraordinary number of United 


States citizens there are who have re- 
ceived and who wear orders of knighthood. 
conferred by foreign governments. I only 
know of one instance of an English order 
being conferred upon an Amé€rican—namely: 
Captain Pearson of the United States navy, 
who was decorated by the Queen with the 
Order of the Bath for assistance rendered 
the English at the time of some trouble in 
Japanese waters more than thirty years 


ago. 

But there are any number of Americans 
who are Knights of the French Legion of 
Honor, including Perry Belmont, Edison, 
‘General Sickles, General Butterfield. ete.

The ‘first Epworth league in Indiana was 
organized shortly after the formation of the 
parent league at Cleveland in May, 1889, and

Before the Cleveland session 
numerous societies existed in the Methodist 
Church North, — it was at this conference

wards union was begun as far back as 1872. 
The Young People’s Methodist Alliance was 
the oldest of these societies which formed 
the league, and at the time it was merged it 
alone numbered 17,000 members. The sec- 
ond society to come into existence was the 
Oxford league, and at the time of the union 
it had 500 chapters. The Young People's 
Christian „the Young People's union, 
and the North Ohio Conference Methodist 
Episcopal Alliance were among the other 
organizations that contributed to the suc- 
cess of the present society. 

The selection of a name for the united or- 
ganizations was the result of a slip in speech 
by which the Rames of the Oxford league 
and the Epworth Hymnal! were confused. 
A white ribbon with a scarlet thread running 
through it was adopted for a color recog- 
nizance. The motto of the Young People’s 
Christian league was adopted for the new 
society, and the words of John Wesley, 
founder of Methodism, “I desire to form a 
league, offensive and defensive, with every 
soldier of Jesus Christ,” were taken as the 
sentiment of the leaguers. To this senti- 
ment were added the words of Bishop Simp- 
son: We live to make our church a power 
in the land, while we live to love every other 
church that exalts our Christ.“ The consti- 
tution adopted was a modification of that 
of the Oxford league, so a little was taken 
from each of the societies to make up the 
grand union. The General Conference of 
the church indorsed the movement in 1892 
and made it a part of the church work, with 
headquarters in Chicago. 

The Methodist Church South also entered 
the new movement with enthusiasm, and at 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Memphis in 1890 organized the first branch. 
So rapidly did the society grow that the 
General Conference of the church South in 
1894 made plans for the extension of the 
work. The league in the South adopted the 
motto, All for Christ,“ adopted white and 
old gold for colors, and the magnolia as the 
flower emblem. As the magnolia only 


grows in a limited section, even in the South, 


a demand was made for a more universal 
flower, and a change was made to the violet. 


A department conference of the Oak Park 
subdistrict, Epworth league, was held last 
night at Oak Park Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

The London Economist in a recent issue } 


makes some deductions regarding the trend 
of activity in iron and steel industry which 
are of interest to the people who, by reason 
of recent promotion enterprises, have been 
brought into touch with the iron situation.

There was the usual showing of crop re- 
ports, good, bad, and indifferent. The latest 
from Michigan estimated a crop of 15,500,000 
bu, compared with 34,000,000 bu last year. 
An official document was put out by the 
Russian government, but it was not well 
understood by the trade generally. Its pop- 
ular interpretation suggested a crop about 
120,000,000 bu less than last year. Shipping 
demand and export inquiry was generally 
better at other market points than in a local 
way. New York reported thirty loads, an- 
nouncing that more would have been worked 
had not ocean rates been prohibitive. The 
total clearings were put down at 500,000 bu. 


| Farmers Not Selling C 

Corn was a slow and steady m ruck. but 
fairly firm. The closing was identical with 
that of the day before. The September 
range, between 335 and 34\c, indicated the 
prevalent inactivity. Shipping demand was 
irregular, with country acceptances of com- 
mission bids reduced to about a minimum. 
Many of the larger houses, ordinarily good 
buyers, were not favored with anything. 
To a large extent this hesitancy on the part 
of farmers to sell was based on an inability 
to make deliveries, country roads being re- 
ported in a wretched state. There was in- 
crease of 323,000 bu in the world's visible, as 
against an Increase last year of 220,000 bu. 
Local contract stocks increased 87,000 bu 
and now stands at 2,174,000 bu. Local cash 


sales were in the neighborhood of 500,000 bu, 


cut down somewhat by higher lake rates, 

Oats closed almost exactly where they 
opened and covered a range of a fraction 
less than %c. New York was a buyer 
through Buckley. Bartlett-Frazier sold. 
The July delivery was strengthened some- 
what by advices from lowa, Illinois, and 
Nebraska, showing moderate stocks and but 
little prospect of a movement of new oats 
until August. The world's visible decreased 
722,000 bu, against an increase last year of 
212,000 bu. New York reported 500,000 bu for 
shipment. 

Provisions were steady without much do- 
ing. Pork made an advance of nearly 
which was well sustained. The local sit- 
vation was strengthened by reported ad- 
vances at Liverpool on pretty much all kinds 
of provisions. Commission houses sold mod- 
erately. Shipments included 5,668,683 ibs of 
meats and 2,677,066 lbs of lard. The eight 
points reported 73,000 hogs. 

Rye was dull and inactive, with some ex-

INSURANCE AF FAIRS, —

Poynter in accordance with the new law, has cir- 
culated a statement regarding the peculiar con- 


dition of affairs, in which he says: 


The last Legislature, for reasons which it 
deemed sufficient, with practical unanimity, 
transferred the business of insurance from the 
control of the Auditor to that of the Governor. 
This law went into effect on July 1. But on and 
since that day the Auditor has refused to sur- 
render to the Governor the records, books, 
blanks, reports, and other appurtenances of his 


office belonging to the State insurance — 
a 


although by law expressly required so to do, 

has since that time made a feeble and abortive 
attempt to discharge the duties of Insurance 
Commissioner. This action on the part of our 
Auditor, in taking upon himself in addition to his 
executive duties the functions of a Legislature 
and a Supreme Court, is a despotism without 
precedent in the history of the State. 

As far as the Insurance department is con- 
cerned, we do not recognize in the Auditor even a 
de facto functionary. The Auditor has not at- 
tempted to held an office to which another person 
has been chosen, But he seeks to retain an official 
function which has been removed from an office 
which he holds, and the title to which is not in 
dispute. This office will not recognize as valid 
any act of the Auditor as Insurance Commissioner 
after July 1, 1899. I am directed by his Ex- 
celleney the Governor tate that the good 
faith of the State is ple for the prance 
of any individual or corporation dealing with this 
department.’’
